Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies a public 
meeting in honour of Morris Rosenfeld, the Yiddish poet, will be held on 
the 28th inst. | 

There is a note of asceticism in the Jewish religion of 
which theologians have not always taken suflicient 
account. That note is clearly struck by the Day of 
Atonement, that enjoins a mortification of the appetites of which fasting 
is but a single detail. But Jewish asceticism differs from the same habit 
in other religions in that it is free from morbid tendencies, and is 
never regarded as an end in itself. Suffering is the hard road we must all 
occasionally travel, but the goal in view of the Jewish sufferer is happiness, 
and a happiness that can be attained to in this world. The proximity with 
which the celebration of Tabernacles—the most joyful festival in the Hebrew 
calendar—follows on the Fast of Atonement, illustrates this tendency of 
Judaism to subordinate bodily affliction to rational pleasure. The pious 
Jew will have set about the construction of his tabernacle as soon as the 
fast expired; and herein there comes into view another charac-

teristic of the Jewish religion—the sanctification of the 
joys of life. There are various ways in which joy 
can be sanctified, and various degrees of sanctification. All 


domestic joy possesses an element of sanctification. The Succah is 
essentially a domestic rite. Nowadays, when it tends to become congre- 
gational rather than individual, and a thing to visit but not to live in, it 
loses much of its original character as an appanage of the home. Bat 
‘even in these times of lax observance therevare, perhaps, sufficient private 
Succahs in existence to invest the institution with meaning. Joy is 
sanctified also by an acknowledgment of the divine source whence it 
springs. Gratitude to the Giver of all for His bounteous goodness is 
foremost among the religious sentiments which the celebration 
of the festival is intended to evoke. This is the significance 
of the other ceremonial by which the feast is distinguished—the 
taking of “the four species’’ into the house of worship with prayer 
and thanksgiving. Lastly, joy is sanctified when it is shared with others,

and particularly with those who are least endowed with the good things of 
life—the poor and the dependent. The duty of combining the exercise of 
charity with the rejoicings of Tabernacles is not merely implied in the 
Bible, it is explicitly and emphatically set forth. The lesson is one 
which is least likely to be lost upon latter-day Jews, who practise this 
virtue with no less enthusiasm than did their fathers before them.

Dr. Eichholz's~ appointment to a post in the new Medical Department 


created by the Board of Education in connection 
with the Education (Administrative Provisions) Act 
passed last session. The work of the department will attract very great 
attention, bearing directly, as it will, upon the questions of physical 
deterioration and infant mortality, which have aroused much interest in 
recent years. Both Dr. Newman (who has been created the Chief 
Medical Officer) and Dr. Kichholz have already demonstrated their 
great, capacity for the labours with which they will be entrusted, 
and a great deal of benefit is certain to accrue to the public. 
One of the functions of the Board of Education under the new Act is to 
consider and sanction any arrangemants made by individual local 
authorities for attending to the health and physical condition of the 
children in elementary schools; and the Actalso gives power to provide 
play centres and vacation schools. Jawish children, like those of other 
creeds, have much to gain, no doubt, from these provisions. Judging by 
the evidence given before the Physical Deterioration Committee, however, 
—and not least from that offered by Dr. Kichholz himself—they have less 
to gain than other children.

It is four hundred and fifteen years since the Jews were 
The New driven from Spain by the sword of the Inquisition, (ast 
Spain. back again by persecution upon Spanish shores, it is with 

feelings of thankfulness that we read of the welcome 
extended to the descendants of the refugees of 1492 by the 
descendants of the inquisitors. Nothing could have been more touching, 
more humane, more truly ‘‘ Christian,’’ in the highest sense, than the treat- 
ment accorded to the Jews fleeing from Casablanca by the inhabitants of 
Algeciras. It was at this town, it will be remembered, that at the famous 
conference on Moorish affairs the late Duke of Almodovar, who then 
represented Spain, stated that no country concurred in the hope that the 
condition of the Moorish Jews might be improved more gladly than Spain, 
because so many Jews in Morocco were attached to Spain 
by ties of descent and community of language. The civil and 
military authorities and the Jay population of Algeciras seem to 
have vied with one another to show the greatest kindness to their guesty. 
The customs dues were waived in their favour, dwellings were found for 
them, provisions were brought to them, arrangements were mide 
for the ritual slaughter of cattle and for the establishment 
of a Jewish house of prayer to meet their religious require- 
ments. The Jews have expressed their thanks in a moving 
address, and their petition to the Almighty to recompense their 
benefactors will find a sympathetic echo throughout the whole House of 
Israel. It is a satisfaction to English Jews to see that at a time when 
Spain has become allied to this country by the ties of relationship her 
people should once again have become imbued with those ideals of 
humanity and justice that made Spain great in years gone by, that have 
made England great, and may in God’s good time restore the sunny 
land of Castile to a foremost place in the ccmity of nations.

Frauds on series of heartless frauds which are being perpetrated 
Poor Jewish upon poor Jewish emigrants in that port. It appears 
Emigrants. that these unfortunate people put up temporarily in 


boarding-houses in the city before leaving. The 
proprietors of some of these places pretend to be associated with the 
shipping companies, persuade the emigrants to pay them the passage 
money, and put them on the vessels without tickets. These 
wretched people are, of course, sent back from their destina- 
tion, and prosecuted and imprisoned for travelling without tickets. 
‘These prosecutions, says our correspondent, occur almost weekly, and 
‘snly recently five emigrants were sentenced to twenty-one days’ imprison- 
ment. It is useless to appeal to the better feelings of the scoundrels 
who cheat these victims. But we may fairly ask whether the case 
of the emigrants themselves was fully placed before the Court 
which tried them, and, if so, how the Court came to convict them. We 
should have thought that the people deserving of prosecution were the 
the robbers and not the robbed. The defrauding of these friendless Jews 
—sometimes, we grieve to say, by their own coreligionists—is no new 
story. Our correspondent suggests that the same gang and the same

do not remember to have heard of this particalar form of fleecing being. 
practised in Londen, though there are other maans of deception known to 
the criminals who are on the watch for the ignorant or unwary alien.

If anything is more noteworthy than the callousness of 
Liverpool’ s these swindlers it is their inexhaustible faculty for extor- 
Duty. tion and deceit. One will demand and receive fees for — 

curing an emigrant of trachoma. A second will promise 
to get him a berth on an outward-bound cattle-boat. A third will extort 
extravagant sums from an alien in return for the service of exchanging his 
voucher for a ticket—a service, by the way, which the emigrant could 
obtain gratis at the shipping company’s office. The roguery of the cheats 
is matched only by the credulousness and simplicity of their dupes, and 
one is driven to wonder that Rassian Jews should lend themselves 
so easily to deception. These and other proceedings are pre- 
valent, we suppose, wherever the emigrant calls during his wanderings. 
There is an impression, however, that such things are more prevalent in 
Liverpool than in London. Some time ago, we believe, an institution was 
established in the former place somewhat on the model of the Shelter in 
London. If it would imitate the London Shelter’s practice of meeting 
the aliens when they arrive and seeing them to a place of safety, it 
would probably save a great deal of cruel and unmerited suffering. The 
lot of the Russian or Roumanian refugee is surely hard enough, without 
being embittered by contact with the “ sharks ’’—often, we say it to our 
deep shame, themselves Jews—who lie in wait for the emigrant at every 
port. Emigration from Russia, under the stimulus of an increasingly 
depressing situation, is not likely to grow less in the immediate future. 
We can at least see to it that those who escape from the ltussian inferno 
shall not be waylaid by thieves, but shall be allowed to reach their haven in 
peace. That our public-spirited coreligionists in Liverpool will readily 
accept this duty we are perfectly confident. : 


We notice that the Times for instance, in commenting 


Jewish on the creation of the new department, remarks that 
Statisticians. ‘‘the policy of trying to teach the underfed, the 

possible necessity of arrangements by which 
they may remain underfed no longer, the precautions which are 


called for in the case of sickly or diseased children, and in relation to 
defects of the eyes, the ears and the teeth, will all come under the 
observation of the new department.’’ But if there is one thing upon which 
the witnesses before the Physical Deterioration Committee were agreed, 
it was on the excellent nurturing of the Jewish children. These were 
described as being better looked after, better fed, and consequently 
healthier than many of the children of non-Jews. In regard to defects of 
the teeth, too, to which the Times refers, one of the members of the Com- 
mittee, apparently quoting Dr. Hall, of Leeds, commented on the 
superiority of the Jewish children; while Dr. Young, the President of the 
Association of Certifying Factory Surgeons, remarked that he was 
particularly struck with the fine, clean and undecayed teeth which 
Jewish children generally have. The records of the depart- 
ment, as they gradually accumulate will throw a good deal 


of light upon all these questions of comparative health and 


vitality, and perhaps set at rest some of the points upon which experts 


have differed. It is interesting to notice, by the way, that Dr. Eichholz’s 


appointment to the new department created by an Act of Parliament, 
follows by a few months the appointment of another coreligionist (Mr. — 
D. F. Schloss) to be Director of the Census under the Census of Produc- 
tions Act passed in a preceding session. When the Tariff Commission 
was created—to take one further instance—it was to a talented 
coreligionist (Mr. 8: Rosenbaum, M.Sc.,) that the promoters of the cam- 
paign turned for its statistician.

The institution for the relief of the poor Jewish 
Pity for the Blind. blind is making a strong appeal for help. 

Sir George Faudel-Phillips, the President, — 
mentions that the Institution has already 69 pensioners on its books— 
the amount of the pension is ten shillings weekly—and that 
applications from eight more are expected and will probably be favourably 
received. This means that there will in future be a yearly outlay of 
nearly £2,150, as against a reliable income of only £1,300. In other | 
words, there will be an annual deficit of something like £850. Hitherto 
the Institution has admitted all deserving applicants, and has 
spared them the anxiety and pain of a contested election. 
The Committee is anxious to continue this course, if the wherewithal 
is supplied to it. ‘I feel sure,’’ writes the President, ‘‘ that when it is 
known that there are destitute blind applicants whom the Committee 
have no fands to relieve, the public will not be appealed to in vain.’’ We 
confidently share this view. A community which rejoices in assuaging 
less poignant ills will not hesitate to relieve the most pathetic and help- 
less of all human afllictions. Our coreligionists on the Continent have | 
exhibited a strong sympathy with the blind—witness the admirable 
Jewish Blind Institution in Vienna. In this country, too, the same 
sympathy has not been lacking, as may be seen from the fact that 
the charity on whose behalf Sir George Faudel-Phillips appeals, was 
founded as far back as the year 1819, and has been through- 
out its eighty-eight years of life anything but a persistent 
beggar. As the community has grown, however, the number of its 
blind members has increased, with the result that the funds must 
needs be increased in proportion unless we desire to witness the unwonted 
spectacle of blind Jews begging in the streets. Rather than this misfor-. 
tune should bafall, we feel sure that the community would prefer to 
liquidate the deficit of the charity which at present looks after these 
helpless ones, and place the institution in a position to meet its growing 
responsibilities.

A Ringing of Hands. 


Sir. The facts and circumstances attending the recent engagement in 
Caleutta cannot be known to “A Disinterested Inquirer” (whose letter 
appeared in your issue of August 2nd), for otherwise he would not have 
written ina manner apt to mislead ycur readers. 

In the first place, a broad line should be drawn between an engagement 
and a betrothal, the former being *Sbidubhin” and the latter " Kidushin. 
Secondly, according to the Shulchan Aruch, the law of Kidushin requires not 
only the recital of the Kidushin formula, but also the evidence of two witnesses 
of integrity and r: spectability, barring * Nashim Kerobim and Abadim. * In 
the case und r question, the Kidush’n formula was neither recited nor was 
there any witness. Thirdly, itis not true that the custom of the man putting the 
engagement-ring on the finger of the girl is unknown to Calcutta Jews, as 
there are several well-known instances, the last of which is quite fresh in 
our minds, and took place subsequently tothe one we are discussing. Of 
course. the Turkish custom of a female relative of the man putting the ring 
on the tinger of the girl is practised in the majority of cases, but in this 
instance all the female relatives of the man were in full mourning and could 
not play the part. Fourthly, Kidushbin is notas aruleresorted to in Calcutta 
except by the poor class.  Fifthly, some twenty years ago, the practice 
was abused, and there was ‘* Hilul Hashem "in the matter, and thereupon tke 


‘“Kahal’’ took it up and made an “ Hascama’’ that no “ Kidushin” 
would be valid ocr binding unless a ‘' Mekudish Hakahal’’ 
wis present at the “Kidushim” and_ testified thereto. Lastly, 


the mere giving of a ring or a present by a man to a girl does not 

constitute * Kidushin’’ in Jewish law, unless it can be proved beyond all 
doubt that the man gave and the girl received the present with that inten- 

tion. The law is absolutely clear on this head, and I have heard nobcdy in 

Caleutta (save a few unscrupulovs and hungry vultures who are notorious 

for their koack of extorting money fr.m the rich by imposing on their 

ignorance of Jewish law) say that the engagement referred to by “A Dis- 

interested Enquirer ’’ is a case of Kidushin and needs a “ get."’

The New Reading of Shylock. 


Sir,—I regret not having replied to Mr. Breslar’s letter before, but 
owing to absence from home, I did not see the Jewish Chronicle. 

Your correspondent appears to have entirely missed the point of my 
contention. Ido not say Shakespeare was an anti-Semite ; I do, however, 
maintain that he could not have held the Jews in any very high estimation, 
and that, like the dramatist who wrote “ The Jew of Malta,’’ he regarded 
avarice as our chief characteristic. In proof of this I made reference to the 
eighth (not seventh) scene in the second act, where Salanio describes the 
ludicrous lamentations of Shylock over the loss of his “ Christian ducats.”’ 
I also pointed out that the usurer objects vigorously enough to the 
threatened deprivation of his wealtb, though he submits very quietly to 
baptism. 

The attitude which Mr. Breslar and other exponents of the so-called 
“ New Reading of Shylock” theory take up, appears to be this : Shakespeare 
really thought highly of the Jews, but having an eye to his audience he did 
not dare to do what Lessing in a later age did, and so libelled them in despite of 
his inmost convictions, a 

Now, this is all very fine and ingenious, but it would be more satisfactory 
if your correspondent would descend from the clouds and give us some 
tangible proofs in favour of his theory. What evidence has Mr. Breslar 
that Shakespeare was not as prejudiced as his audience, and that tke 
reason why he did not give us a “ Nathan the Wise ” was that he regarded 
all Jews as being of the type of Barabbas ? . : 

In the first place, a careful and reverent study cf the great dramatist 
has convinced me that Shakespeare drew his characters as knowledge cf 
human nature dictated, and that he did not distort the truth simply to please 
the galleries. Moreover, an author, even in the sixteenth century, need not 
have been afraid to write in favour of Jews, a fact very clearly evinced by 
the “ Three Ladies of London,’”’ a play in which the Jew is represented in 
a decidedly favourable light ; and “ The Jewish Gentleman,” the title of 
which, at all events, is not anti-Semitic ! :

A DISGUSTED JEW. 
IT do not at all endorse the sweeping observations of “ Anrasius.” 
Doubtless. there is much ostentatious display amongst a certain class of 
Jews: but 1 fail to see your correspoudent’s right to condemn the whole 
race, because he had the misfortune to be one of a gathering at a seaside 
boarding-house, who rather offended his refined taste by their vulgarity in 
displaying an over-abundance§ of }t wellery. I have also been able. to 
indulge in a little outing at a popular seaside resort at which a good 
many coreligionists were visitors. Happily, I was more. fortunate than 
“Anrasius.” as I failed to notice any ostentation by means of jewellery. 
dress, or anything else to offend one’s finer feelings. On the contrary, 
What struck me most was the invariably quiet, neat dresses of the Jewesses, 
which. in my yoes a long Way TH eounterbalance the “ ostenta- 
tions” of “.Anrasius.” . 

I believe that “ Anrasius””» means well by his outburst against osten- 
tation, and I would have gladly endorsed bis remarks had he chosen to 
clothe them in language of admonishment, which could appeal both to the 
right-down vulgar, and those who are inclined to “ show off” and are on 
the road to vulgarity. 

But. one cannot help having the feeling, alter reading his 
letter, that he is very anxious to demonstrate to his Gentile friends 
his personal abhorrence of this ostentation amongst Jews. | He 1s suffi- 
ciently shortsighted to overlook the fact that he will not succeed, by using 
language which, in his case, I call “ostentatious, In gaining one lota 
more of estimation from his Gentile friends beyond .that which he may 
possibly have the advantage of enjoying already. Such language does not 
illustrate “finer feelings”: it only serves the wrong purpose. It is dis- 
liked bv our Gentile neighbours and creates rishus.

He did not like the place because “ there were so many Yidden.” I men- 
tally remarked that he belonged to the crowd of those Jews, who—to use Mr. 
Zangwill’s witty phrase—‘are greatly flattered when one tells them that 
they don’t look like Jews,” though this phrase could not be applied to 
him..1. repeat, “these outbursts of indignation against ostentation are 
wrong.” “Lass Jeder nach seiner fagon selig werden!” if“ Anrasius 
will make it his business to educate the vulgar “species of humanity,” as he 
chooses to call the circle to which that Jewess belongs who prefers to go 
marketing. “decked out in the ultra-expensive sables,” to the extent that 
they should be able to see their folly in being vulgar, he will earn my 
deepest gratitude. He might succeed, by writing and vrotesting against

it in terms “eloquent”; in the “boisterous” terms of his letter, he will

After touring Continental Kurope and England, and making its investi- 
gations on the spot, the members of the Sub-Committee of the United States 
Immigration Commission, have returned to New York City. and its Chair- 
man, Senator Dillingham, has given out tor publication a statement of 
some of the things he saw, but scarcely a word of what legislation he pro- 
poses. Indeed, from the printed statement it would appear to be the view 
of the Cammittee that the immigration problem will solve itself, because 
this country Is sapping the strength of Kurope, because the old countries 
cannot afford to lose the labourers for whom there is demand on the farm- 
lands, and because prosperity at home will prevent seeking it abroad. 
Senator Lodge, the protagontst (>I hnimMigration restriction, did not accom- 


pany the Commission abroad; he has well-defined ideas on the subject, and — 


has been urging them on Congress jor more than a decade. It is, however, 
senn-officially reported that there will be an attempt to prevent the landing 
of criminals, and that the present law will be so amended as to allow the 
deportation of those who Leeome eruninals within two vears of their 
arrival, just as those who become public charges, may now be sent back 
to the places whence they came. :

The fourteenth report and balance-sheet of the Johannes- 
burg Jewish Ladies’ Society, was presented at the annual 
meeting held in the vestry-room of the Park Scation 
Synagogue. The usual nove of depression was sounded, but on the other hand 
the support given had enabled the Society to cope with all the claims made 
upon them. The expenses for doctors and nurses feesincreased. Every care 
was exercised in the distribution of relief so that the assistance given 
reached the mcst deserving of the poor. The Dorcas branch did excellent 
work under the Presidentship of Mrs. Sasserath, 600 garments having been 
made and distributed during the past year. A resolution was passed chang- 
ing the name of the Society to the Johannesburg Jewish Women's Benevolent 
Society. The revenue account shows that subscriptions and donations were 
received to the amount of £269, and the main items of expenditure were :— 
£354 to charity; 2269 to doctors and nurses; donations to Orphanage 
£10 10s ; to hospital £5 53,; to Victoria Maternity Home £10; Dorcas 
Society £5 ; ball expenses £46. A balance of £2386 remains. The following will 
be the Committee for the ensuing year :—President, Mrs. .

The Witwatersrand Hebrew Benevolent Association submitted its 
annual report and _ balance-sheet to the members at the annual 
general meeting. In the period under review, 110 loans were 
granted, and the amount of £1008 was paid out in accordance 
with the regulations. In addition, twenty-five applications for a sum amcunt- 
ing in all to £692 were granted by the Committee, but the loans were not . 
paid out owing to the applicants being unable to find satisfactory sureties. 
The total advances were £4,008, as against £3,420 for the preceding term, 
an increase of £588 ; and the repayments of loansamounted to £3586, as com- 
pared with £3,435, an increase of £153. Owing to the great depression 
during the past year, the repayments made by borrowers did not increase in 
the same proportion as the advances made by the Association. The receipts 
show £260 in donations, £290 in subscriptions, and £3,586 from repaid loans. 
The chief disbursement was £4,008 in loans, and a balance of £827 remains. 
After some discussion, £10 was voted to the Talmud Torah and £10 to the 
Orphanage.

The Situation in Morocco. 


The Alliance Israclite Universelle has communicated to us the following 
further letters dealing with the si’ uation at Casab'anca, which it has received 
from M, Pisa, the Director of its Sshool in that towa :— 

CASABLANCA, 29TH AUGUST. 


I have the pleasure to inform you that soma forty Jews who had been in prison 
several days, having been caught in the act of pillaging, have been releasad by order 
of Commandant Mangin This humane step is worthy of every praise, and I have in 
your nam3 addressed to Commandant Mangia a warm letter of thanks. 

30th AUGUST, 

I have received a letter addressed from Zettat to M. Selam Edory, one of the 
notabilities here. It appears from this communication that more that 400 Jews have 
taken refugeat Zet atin a state of complete destitution. Every means must be taken 
to bring them back to Casablanca. . ; According to calculations | have made, 
the journey would cost more than 5,0) franca. If you decide to repatriate these un- 
fortunate people, I will recommend M. Amar, the signatory of the letter from Zettat, 
to sand the Jews of Oasablanca in groups to Mazagan. As 890n as all are assembled 
there, a ship can be chartered to convey them to Casablanca. I have also learat that 
numerous groups of Jews are at Ouled-Zyan, Mzab. etc. It is difficult for me to 
obtain information for couriers are very expensive. It would be useful were you to 
grant me & small credit in order that I may endeavour to procure precise details in all 
the places where our poor coreligionists are scattered. 

30TH AUGUST. 


I beg to inform you that yesterday evening some Spanish soldiers, who were 
accompanied by civilians, entered the Mellah in a state of drunkenness. They broke 
open doors and attempted to violate women and carry off property. They fired at 
aoe wounded a poor defenceless man. Ihave lodged a complaint with Commandant 

angin. 

1 have the honour to inform you that Dr. Baron Henri de Rothschild has 
passed through this town, where he is founding a hospital. i waited on him at the 
head of the Provisional Committee of. tha Jewish community and acquainted him 
with the precarious situation of our coreligionists. M. de Rothschild asked me what 
hscould do. I asked him for godds and chattels for the whole popu ation. He replied 
that he would sand an urgent telegram to his uacles asking for necessaries for 400 
families and clothing for the children. He left with me to buy thirty rolls of material 
which would serve to clothe the families wh) were returning from the inter.or. He 
repeated to me on leaving that he would do ali in his power t> obtain a large sum 
from his uncles. Would it be possible to induce him to reserve @ special pavilion in 
his hospital for Jewish patients ” 

3RD SBPTBMBER, 

Some days ago I had the honour to report to you on the situation of our 
coreligionista who have taken refuge at Zettat. I have just received supplementary 
details which I here communicate. Zettat being at the junction of all 
roads which traverse the Chaouia appears to have become the centre 
where all the Jews who have fled to the country have assembled. It is 
besides the only point where they can find a small Jewish comunity. It appears 
that the 1,000 to 1,500 Jews who for some reason or the othr cannot re urn to 
Casablanca are concentrated at Zettat. 
back to Casablancs vii Mazagan. But the proclamation of Muley Hafii has rendered 
the situation very uncertain in the South, and every moment a debarkation at 
Mazagan is expected. Moreover, it ia almost certain that an expeditionary column 
will be sent to the interior. For the moment. therefore, it is absolutely impossible to 
do anything for the poor people at Zettat. We might well write to M. Amar, who 
appears to bein good circumstances, to supply them with food at the expense of the 
Alliance. But I am not in a position to judge how far your orders will be executed. 
The wisest course is to wait until the political situation ts clearer. I have firmly 
decided, if fresh duties do not detain me at Casablanca, to accompany the 
expeditionary column to the interior, especially if it should go to Zattat arid Mzab. 

4TH SRPrEMBBR. 


Yesterday morning I recaived a viait from Dr. Bachon, Majorin the French Corps 
of Occupation. Having noticed the numerous ophthalmic maladies among the Jews 
he spontaneously offered to look after the invalids. He asked me whether | could 
place a room in the Mellah at his disposal and whether | could obtain medicaments 
from the Alliance. He would devote some hours daily io atteading to patients who 
would incur considerable risks in waiting some days before being examined at the 
French dispensary. Dr. Bachon is perfectly acquaiated with the work of the Alliance 
and profoundly admiresit. 1 warmly thanked Dr Bachon for his kindness. . . ©. 
We shall thus have a clinic in the Mallab which will cost us no.hing and will be able 
to give first aid to the sick. 

SEPTBMBER, 

I have the honour to send you some particulars concerning the Jews who have 
left Casablanca. A large number, as I have already written to you, went to Taovier. 
But the situation there having become alarming, our fugitives preceeded to Gibraltar 
The Governor did not permit them to enter. They then west to Linea and Algeciras 
to the number of about 509, nearly all of them well-to-do families from Casablanca. 
They were exampted from 
customs duties, dweliings were sougat forthem, food was brought to them, they were 
permitted to kill cattle according to the Jewish rite, and they were permitted to 
establish a houseof prayer. The civil and military authorities and the-entire popu- 
lation made it a point of honour to provide them with everything of which they stood 
inneed. ‘To day all the families areinstalled fr the most part at Algeciras, and some 


_ at Linea and Cadiz, where they can spend the winter. Touched by the welcome given 


to them by the Spaniards, the Jews have addressed a letter of thanks to the Spanish 
Committee. 
Toe following 1s a translation : — 
The undersigned, who, in consequence of the sanguinary events which are 
aking place in Morocco, have come to seek a refuge in this chivalrous and hospitable 
country and to take shelter under the glorious Spanish flag, have the houour to 
express their most profouad gratitude to the authorities and the entire Spanish popu- 
lation for their philanthropic conduct towards them. His Excellency the Military 
Governor of this town, Don Julio Bazan; the Mayor, Doa Eugenio Romero, and the 
whole Municipality; the Inspector of Customs, Don Ensebio Albalajedo; the 
Director, Don Antonio Diaz Tejoiro; the Commandant of the Port and the stafi 
under his orders; the maritime authorities; absolutely the whole population has 
placed very high the name of this blessed land, which has been go lavish with its 
Consolation in these bitter circumstances. They deserve for this the gratitude of the

Habhlas,” we are not surprised to hear im our 
own days of the Kaddish being sung to“ La-Marseillaise.” “The Girl I

the particular source from: which was taken the air for the “ Yigdal” on 
the evenings of the Feast of Tabernacles now traditional in the English 
synagogues.

“Tt enjoved a certam measure of independence, although it was under 
the same Comittee, Phe Talmud Torah boys had their special teachers 
and studied in a separate apartinent with its oWn means of ingress and 
egress.

The Rev. Moss Myers. 


“The Hebrew master in 1839-40 was the Rev. Moss’ Mvers. son-in-law 
of a gentleman well known in ¢onnection with the Western Svnagogue 
the late Victor Abraham, whose business was in Lisle Street, Leicester 
Square. Apart from his scholastic position. Mr: Myers will be remem- 
bered as the Second Reader of the Great Synagogue, and colleague of 
Simon Ascher. He was a noted Baal Koreh—a master of his art, who 
was seldom known to make the least mistake in the musical accents 
As a Baal Tokeah, too, he was no less famous than bis successor. Moses 
Keizer. Mr. Myers was fond of his joke, and when his. scholars proved 
unruly he would remind them of the words O33 although his 
hands were seldom used by way of punishment. The Enelish master 
of the Talmud Torah, Mr. Locke. was succeeded after a time by Mr. 
Angel, and this was Mr. Angel’s first connection with the Free School 
Some two or three years later, Mr. Angel’s services were transferred to 
the larger Institution, and he became the Headmaster of both schools. 

“The room in which instruction was imparted to the Talmud. Torah 
boys was quite equal to containing ‘its full number. Opening on Bell 
Lane, it. was well lighted by three arched. windows.

morning. The entire book of Psalms was read through in this way in the 
course of a month, so that the average was five Psalms a day. They 
were read through at a rapid rate by boys who were often as ‘sleepy as

“Reverting to the school, if the duties were exacting, the privileges 
of the Talmud Torah scholars more than compensated for them. In the 
first place, they received an excellent elementary education. During a 
curriculum of four years a steady lad could aequire a full knowledge of 
the Jewish religion, its ritual and practices, and he was enabled to 
translate the whole of the Prayer Book and Pentateuch. Clever boys even 
attained to a knowledge of Tenach. Mishna, and. Rashi. ‘The teaching 
Was very thorough in those days. There was no dipping into a subject 
and then leaving it to dip into something else. If we commenced Genesis, 
we went straight through with the book, and so with Exodus and the other 
hooks. Nor did English suffer for want ot thoroughness under Mr. Locke, 
but it improved considerably when Mr. Angel took up the work.

| A Complete Change. 

“After the accession of Mr. Angel to the headmastership of the Free 
School, a complete change took place in the management of the Talmud 
Torah. It was felt that to teach 21 boys in a separate school was wasteful, 
as the same amount of teaching could be given at the same time to a 
larger number of scholars. So these lads were transferred to the Jews’ 
Free School, though the Talmud Torah continued nominally a senarate 
institution. The Talmud Torah lads, along with 29 others, came to con- 
stitute the highest class in the school, while the 21 retained their special 
duties. and privileges. Formerly these 21 were elected, now they are 
selected. They had already been merged. in the general school when I 
became their teacher, in suceession to the Rev. George Emanuel, who 
eecupied the position for.a few years. At the same time, I taught Hebrew 
in some of the other classes. Many men now holding prominent positions 
in England and the Colonies were my pupils in this hiehést class. 

“As youare perhaps aware, T left the Free Sehoo! in 1874, becoming later 
Headmaster of the Shaarée Tikvah Schools. Already. in 1873 had taken 
up journalism, and for some years’ was connected with the Jewish World, 
where my first researches in Anglo-Jewish history appeared.” 

What led to your taking an interest in this subject ? 

‘IT may give somewhat a similar answer to that which was given in 
your columns recently by Mr. Israel Solomons. I happened to purchase 


at a stall a copy of Tovey’s ‘ Anglo-Judaica,’ and it was the reading of 


this book that first directed my attention to the study.”

' “No, but he would lend mre. and allow me to take home, valuable 
‘Shétaroth’ belonging to Westminster Abbey. At one time, I had as 
many as a hundred in my custody, and was always in mortal fear lest any 
harm should come to such precious documents. I freauently smoked 
with him in his library, and oceasionally he would write to me for infor- 
mation on Jewish subjects. His handwriting was, however, so wretched 
that it took me a considerable time to make out what he had to say. 
Ultimately, I found a reader at the Record Office who deciphered his 
letters for me. 

“Another clergyman with whom I used to correspond on Jewish 
matters was the Rev. J. T. Fowler, M.A., the Curator of Durham Cathe- 
dral Library. He placed in my hands certain documents of the year 
1230, or thereabouts, relating to the Jews of York and the neighbourhood. 
Mr. Fowler, who is now in years, still takes an interest in Jewish matters. 
Lately he paid a visit to Palestine, and took notes of the Hebrew sign- 
boards in the streets of the Holy City.

Under an Act for the resump- 
tion of purchase ‘by Governinent at the market value of large estates, which 1s 
expected shortly to pass, the Government would have land there, the price of which 
is estimated to be about 70s. per acre. Mr. Groom is of Op Mion that, as this is the 
case, a would-be purchaser could deal as well, if riot better, with the present pri 
vate owner of these lands. f do not think [ need give you here the details of other 
Government lands. some of which are. suitable, although not offering the same 
advantages as Darling Downs; but if you should propose to consider the matter, I 
would’ send vou. Mr. Herzberg’s and Mr. Groom's letters. The proposal of the 


Australian committee was that ‘an expertment should be made with twenty families, ~ 


who are purely agriculturists, and for each of whom 160 acres should be purchased. 
If this eine qua non that the- persons sent out should be agriculturists could not be 
fulfilled. then the matter need not be pursued; if, on the other hand, you think this 
point presents no difficulty, then, after studying the papers, you could put yourself 
into direct communication with Mr. Herzberg. Prior inspection of the land by a 
nominee.of-Mr..Herzberg would, of course, be granted, and arrangements could be 
made by that gentleman, so Mr. Jacobs assures me. for a small local committee 
to supervise the colonists, if they were sent out. This is. of course, quite a different 
matter to sending out labourers to Queensland to work on the sugar plantations, 
about. which vou wrote to me. These would be working in a quasi-tropical climate, 
which the Darling Downs district 1s not. I do not consider work on the sugar 
plantations suitable for white people, and in this view [ am supported by more com- 
petent authorities in London. | 

The ‘Coane of the Ica decided that, owing to their large commitments 
in other parts of the world, they did not see their way to embark on any 
new scheme in Australia. Mr. Cohen recommended Mr. Jacobs to consult 
the Emigration Department of the Jewish Board of Guardians. We under- 
stand that nothing material has been done in the matter by that Depart- 
ment.

A JEWISH REVIVAL ? 


There is no doubt that everywhere new life is being shown in purely 
Jewish activities ; the study of Hebrew is being encouraged, the synagogues 
are crowded as they never ware before, Jews are b:coming more proad of © 
their position and less desirous of sinking their individuality in the com non- 
place of their surroundings.

KIPPUR JEWS—NEW STYLE. | 


Within the last few years a new kind of Yom Kippur Jew has come into 
existence whom it is not so diflicult to understand. The Zionist movement 
has brought back to the Jewish fuld numbers of Jews who had formerly 
detached themselves from their feliow- Jews, and who, looking upon the Jews 
as a nation with national aspirations, rather than a religious community, have 
thrown in their lot with the Jewish people and are working for its political 
regeneration. Sach ‘ Nationalist '’ Jews, as they are called, cannot very well 
disregard the feelings of the vast majority of the Jews who look upon Yom 
Kippur as the last binding link between Jew and Jew. From other than 
religious motives taey consequently become once more familiar with the 
synagogue as Yom Kippur Jews. To thecredit of that orthodox majority who 
have always remained staunch adherents of the faith, it must be admitted 
that these “returning lost sheep’ are received with open arms, some of 
them having actually rejoined congregations which they had left many years

The ‘Itinerary '' of Benjamin of Tudela. 


Benjamin of Tudela (in Navarre) was the mcst useful Jewish 
the tweifth century. He apparently did nothing for his contemporaries, yu 
he rendered an immortal service to his successors. He travelle d, probably, 
as a merchant, but he was a merchant of an enquiring mind, and other 
things besides commerce interested him, During the thirteen years which his 
journey occupied, he kept notes of the Jewish communities which he visited ; 
the social and intellectual conditions of toe people, their numbers, trades 
and handicrafts. As Professor Bacher truly says: “ Benjamin's Travels are 
considered a source of the first importance for the history of the Jews in 
the twelfth century. With the sole exception of the Book of Tradition, 
written about the same time by Abraham ibn Daud of Toledo, there is no 
work which compares with Benjamin’s in value. His accounts, moreover, 
cover the majority of the countries then inhabited by Jews. In a species of 
panoramic view, he gives full descriptions of the Jews living in all those 
lands, with accurate data about them, their civil standing, their occupations, 
their schools and their leading men.”’ | 

Benjamin frequently refers to Jewish dyers. He found them at Beit 
Nubi, Bethlehem, Brindisi, anong the Druses, at Jaffa, Jerusalem, Jezreel, 
He found Jewish silk-weavers at Salonica; indeed, 
this was their chief means of obtaining a livelihood at that place. Further, 
he reports of the 2,000 Jewsof Thebes that“ they are the most skilled artificers 
in silk and purple cloth throughout Greece.’’ In Crissa he found 200 Jows : 
“they sow and reap on their own land.” So, too, on the banks of the Nile, 
Benjamin implies that Jews were farmers, but he makes this statement more 
explicitly of Arabia and of the Jews on the mountains of Naisabur. At 
Antioch he came acrcss ten Jews “engaged in glass-making. Of 
the 500 Jews in Tyre reports: “The Jews own  8ea- 
going vessels, and there are glass-makers amongst them who make that fine 
Tyrian glass-ware which is prized in all countries.” He found, again, 
‘“‘artificers in silk” in Constantinople. where already in his time the Jews 
occupied a special quarter outside the city. According to other infcrmation, 
they were engaged in tanning and ship-building. i: lsewhere, especially in 
Arabia, Benjamin reports the existence of many valiant fighting-men of the 
Jewish communion. Of the neighbourhood of Aden he says: “ The country 
is mountainous. There are many Israelites here, and they are not under the 
yoke of the Gentiles, but possess cities and castles on the summits of the 
mountains, from which they make descents into the plain-country called 
Lybia aod no man can prevail against them.” Benjamin, as Mr. 
Adler rightly says, does not seem to have himself visited Arabia, and thus 
his account of the great Jewish warriors of the land lacks precision and 
authenticity. One can spare the fighting-men after all! But one hears with 
satisfaction of a Rabbi Moses, an archer. ‘One day the archers came 
before the King of Persia to give a display of their skill, and no-one among 
them could be found to draw the bow like this R. Moses.’ One hopes that here, 
at all events, R. Benjamin is not drawing the long bow. Again, Benjamin 
met various handicraftsmen at Sidon, and he often notes physicians and 
astronomers as one fully expected. 

Full accounts are given of the synagogues, schools and cemeteries of the 
Jews—especially the graves of Ezekiel and Daniel; of the rabbis, Benjamin 
allades to about 250 by name; many of these are famous men. He tells us 
much about the kKaraites and the Samaritans. At Cyprus he found some 
“heretical Jews ” who “ profane the eve of the Sabbath and observe the first 
night of the week, which is the termination of the Sabbath ’’—i.e., they kept 
Sabbath from Saturday morning till Sunday morning. Benjamin gives a. 
splendid account of the state and wealth of the Prince of the Captivity at 
Bagdad. It is to Benjamin that we are chiefly indebted for our knowledge 


of the Messianic impostor, David Alroy. It is at first sight rather 


remarkable that Benjamin does not mention Maimonides. But this omission 
is quite intelligible. lor Benjamin visited Cairo before 1175,and Maimonides 
did not take 4 public part in the affairs of the community till 1175 as 1 have 
shown elsewhere. 

So important a work as Benjamin of Tudela’s was sure of attention and 
the Itinerary has been often edited. Bat since the appearance of Asher’s 
text and translation in 1840, little has been done. We bave now to thank Dr. 
Grunhut for a Hebrew and German edition,and Mr. Marcus N. Adler for one in 
Hebrew and English. Mr. Adler has used several manuscripts, which are 
carefully collated by himself and Dr. Berlin; he bas appended useful notes; 
and he has given facsimiles of the MSS. Excellent indexes (English and 
Hebrew) add greatly to the utility of the edition. There is the less need to 
describe the edition in detail, as it appeared in the jewish Quarterly Review, 
from which the volume is reprinted. Mr. Adler's edition will be very 
serviceable, and must remain for long the standard edition. It is published 
by Frowde ; pp. xvi.,.94, and 05 ; price 5s.net. Mr. Adler bas very wisely 
given Asher’s pagination, as so many citations have been made from Asher. 
it is altogether a fine production, and reflects great credit on tLe editor. 


Notes and News. 


“The Religion and Worship of the Synagogue” is the title of an 
important work which will be published by Pitman early in October. It is 
writt)n by W. O. E. Oesterley and G. H. Box. Both writers may be expected 
to deal competently and sympathetically with their subject, though itis not 
possible to anticipate the exact attitude which a Jewish critic will find it 
necessary to assume when the book lies before him. The book will contain 
Three Parts and twenty-one chapters ; there will also be eight illustrations. 
A Historical Survey comes first (on the ‘ Sources of Judaism ” in Lible, 
Yalmud, Midrashim and Prayer Book). Part Il. deals with “ Dogmatic 
Judaism ’’ (The Torah; the Jewish Conception of God; the Messiah ; 
Part Ill. is entitled 
“ Practical Relivion ” (The Education and Life of the Jew ; the Synagogue 
and the Sacred Year and Calendar ; the Prayer-Book ; the Sibbath ; the 
Festivals ; the Solemn Days and Fasts ; Some Modern Religious Rites and 
Custorvs among the Jews, and their Origin). Thus the book will cover a 
very wide range. lt is to be published at half-a-guinea net. , 
The difliculty about Mr. George St. Clair’s work is that it is not readily 
intelligible. “ The Secret of Genesis ’’ (London, Griffiths : pp. 225; price 
08. ne’) does not soffer from this defect. The author makes himself quite 
clear. Genesis was an “ Astro-religious Record.” “ The Genesis narrative 
is all> gorical, and when rightly understood is not in antagonism to modern 
science at all. Moreover, what it reveals is new and interesting and 


important. It does not profess to describe how the world was created, nor 


to record the literal destruction of mankind by a Flood ; we have made all 
the difficulties for ourselves by reading allegory as literal narrative. Were 
we to read the ‘Pilgrim's Progress’ in that way, we should find it full of 
incredible things.” The reader of Mr. St. Clair’s book will find much to 
charm him ; but to the present writer the whole contention belongs toa

Géographique de la Suisse’’ (Neuchatel). The writer of the account is 
Rabbi Jules Wolff. In 1900, there were 12,264 Israelites in Switzerland ; thus 
they form one in two hundred of the total p »pulation. Of these 
Israelites more than a half are foreign immigrants, chiefly from Alsace. The 
Swiss Israelites have since 18714 enjoyed fall rights of citizenship; an act ol 
justice which only ensued after a long and determined struggle in which the 
Government of the United States bore an honourable and foremost part. 
There are 22 Israelite commupities, all self-governed and independent of 
the Government ; but contribution to the communal funds is compulsory, and 
is assessed according to the individual's means, There are a good many 
Swiss Zionists, “ chiefly among the young Rassian Israelites who are studying 
at the Universities of Berne, Geneva and Zarich ; there are, moreover, Zionist 
Committees in German Switzerland.’’ Basel is a conservative community ; 
Zurich is liberal, and soisGeneva. Sermons are only delivered once a month. 
Geneva is directed by Professor J. Wertheimer, a Rabbi of much culture and 
well-known in England. He has been Rabbi of Geneva for nearly half-a- 
century. The Swiss Israelites are on the whole in a flourishing condition, 
except that “ the prohibition of the slaughter of animals for food after the 
Israelite rite is prohibited, and thus the communities are compelled to provide 
special abattoirs on the frontiers.’ It is highly characteristic that Rabbi 
Wolff throughout speaks of “ Israelites.” Never by any chance does he call 
the Jews by their rroper name. This is a piece of absurd sensitiveness for 
which, of course, France, and not Switzerland, is responsible. | LA 


The Jewish Year Book for 5668-9." | 


To the casual reader, the “ Jewish Year Book ”’ for 5668-9 may appear a 
somewhat smaller book than usual, for itis less bulky than some of its pre- 
decessors. This is to some extent a result of the book being printed ona 
rather lighter paper in deference to generally expressed desire. But in 
matter it is fuller than ever, the general index of items running to an 
additional page. There is, of course, an ever-increasing number of 
new institutions and notabilities to be described, and we are treated 
to a fuller account of many old institutions. The editor has succeeded in 
including all this additional matter by means of careful compression and a 
closer style of printing. The result is a thoroughly useful volume, and an 
improvement upon last year’s, which was also exceedingly good. 

We are pleased to observe that Mr. Harris has adopted some of the 
suggestions we threw out a year ago in regard to the classification of his 
topics. Wenow venture on afurther suggestion. Having included a Jewish 
Knightage, and a list of Jewish M.P.’s., he should include a Jewish Com- 
panionage and a list of Jewish L.C.C.’s. We believe there are only three 
Companions—Mr. Alfred Mosely, C.M.G., Mr. Griinwald, C.B., and. Mr. 
Waldemar Haffkine, C.L.E. ; still, they are worth recording, and their number 
may increase. The feature known as “Literary and Social Unions’ has 
now blossomed forth into “ Literary, Social and Choral Societies.’’ Shall we 
be justified in inferring from this fact that, as time progresses, the 
community is growing more musical in its tastes, if not more literary? It is 
certainly becoming more athletic. The Jewry of Leeds, we observe, now 
boasts a Jewish Cricket and Tennis Club, a Jewish Cycling Club, a Jewish 
Swimming and Rambling Club. There is, of course, nothing specifically 
Jewish in any of these sports, and many persons may be inclined to question 
the necessity of such denominational institutions. We do not feel called 
upon to argue the question, either pro or con., but are satisfied to chronicle 
the fact that there is a growing tendency in some communal circles to club 
together for the pursuit of sport as well as for that of music. 

The Calendar in this volume, it will be observed, is for fifteen months. 
and extends to the jist December, 1908, the enlargement being necessitated 
by the intention of the proprietors of the Year Beok to produce it in future 
years during each December. for publication purposes the change of date 
will, no doubt, prove more convenient, it will b: sides enable the editor. 
to avail himself of the latest returns of the Board of Deputies, which are 
now issued in October. : | 

Coming to particulars of additional information, the Jewish Territorial 
Organisation, which last year occupied three pages, runs to five-and-a-half in 
the present volume, while the list of Zionist societies is likewise greatly 
enlarged. A history of the Initiation Society, which appears for the first 
time, states that this is ‘‘the oldest German charitabie society.” This 
honour used to be claimed by tho Meshivath Nephesh; but it igs clear that 
the Initiation Society preceded it by 35 years. “ Friendly and Benetit 
Societies "is a fuller record than last year’s, though it occupies the same 
space-—seventeen pages. The newly-established Federation of Jewish 
Friendly Societies comprises already fifty societies, with a membership of 
8,000. The total membership of all the societies is about 15.000. Two new 
religious institutions are noted--the Jewish Sabbath Observance Society. 
The account of 
the Beth Hamedrash is rewritten, and iocludes a list of attendances for 10). 
New Metropolitan charities include the Brompton Hospital Aid Society, the 
East London Jewish Benevolent Society, the Hebrew Roumanian Association. 
and the Society for R:lieving Jewish Refugees. 

Bat it is in the various provincial institutions, new, or now noted for 
the first time, that the community’s growth shows itself more particularly. 
We can only name a fewitems, Congregations have been established at 
Boston and Devonport. Blackpool, Gateshead-on-Tyne, Manchester, Sheflield 
and other places have acquired udditional Synagogues. Cardiff has estab- 
lished a Jewish Literary and Debating Society ; Glasgow a Jewish Centra! 
Charitable Board, a Shechita Council, a Communal Council and a Clothing 
Association ; Hanley, a Jewish Litesary and Debatirg Society: Leeds, a 
Board of Shechita, a Jewish Tuberculosis Society, a Workmen’s Burial! 
Society, a Maccabwans Club and other organ'sations; Liverpool, a Hebrew 
Friendly Society, a Young Men’s Hebrew Association and a Montagu Club ; 
Mancbester, a Junior Social Club and a Burial Society of Polish Jews ; 
Reading, a Juvenile Social Club; Sheflield, a Jewish Working Men's Club ; 
Tredegar, a Jewish Li‘erary and Social Society. All this is good for the 
most part, but not entirely. : The community must. view with grave concern 
the establishment of additional synagogues in places which are already 
sufficiently supplied with them. When a small community like Blackpool, 
with a Jewish population of fi'ty families, and a Synagogue enjoying the 
magnificent income of 2180 a year, develops a rival synagogue calling itself 
the “ New Orthodox Hebrew Congregation,” or when Sheffield, with a svna- 
gogue of only {00 seatholders, has to encounter the opposition of a ‘* New 
Hebrew Congregation ”-—-we know what that means. It spells discord and 
weakness in place of unity aud strength, a frittering away of public

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resources which, welded together, might accomplish so much. No wonder so 
many provincial cong egations fail in the duty they owe to the community 
at large, and—to cite but a single instance—the Chief Rabbi's Fund has to 
b3 almost entirely supported by the London United Synagogue. Therefore, 
we hail with pleasure the manifestation of a contrary tendency in 
Liverpool, where the New Beth Hamedrash has amalgamated with the Devon 
Street Congregation, and the Great Synagogue, in Russell Street, is about to 
absorb the Chevra Torah in Great Newton Strect. Two of the strongest and 
mos’ flourishing synagogues any where are those of Birmingbam and Sydney, 
N.S.W., bat they are practically the only congregations in communities which 
number some thousands, and the influence for good they have been able to 
exercise 18 proportionately great. : 

An loteresting feature of the Year Book ia its statistics of various kinds. 
The number of Jewish children in the elementary schools of the metropolis 
is given as 52,100 —an increase of 700 on last year’s figures. As ‘an attempt 
to estimate tne total number of Jewish children receiving elementary 


religious instruction in schools and classes.” the editor puts forward the 
following figures :—

But inasmuch as “some of the children attending congregational classes 
likewise attend the Jewish Voluntary Schools or the Classes of the Religious 
Kducation Board, and a certain number who receive instruction from the 
latter body. are likewise pupils of the Chedarim,”’ the total number of 
children receiving public instruction is assumed to be less than the above 
figure, and probably not more than 20,000. These figures may be studied in 
connection with the Jewish population of London, which is given as 142,000. 
That of the British Isles altogether is given as 220,304 —some 8,000 less than 
last year. The diminution “is accounted for not by any actual decrease of 
population, but the fact that the figures for Manchester and Leeds appear 
(from the researches of Mr. Rosenbaum communicated to these columns last 
September) to have been overestimated in previous years. The Jewish 
population of the world figures as 11,059,987.” |

There are 
likewise several additions to “ Books of Reference,” where “* Biblical and 
Jewish History’ is now split up into two sections. If the Editor could see 
his way similarly to split up ‘Biblical (riticism” into liberal and coaser- 
vative works it would be an advantage to the student. 

The Retrospect of the year is sad reading, and is introduced in these

In a year which has been marked by social disturbances in nearly every country 
in the world it was only to be expected that the Jewish question would reflzct the pre- 
vailiog feeling of unsettlement. The J/udenschmerz, which is always with us, has been 
much intansified during the past twelve montis. So far from lifting, the clouds have 
descended in an ever-thickeuing gloom. It is no exaggeration to say that in this 
twentieth century the condition of the majority of Jews presents. a picture of abject 
misery such as even the worst periods of the Middle Ages could not have exceeded. 
With the whole of Eastern Ku ‘ope bent upon their extermiajation or expulsion, and 
the civilised countries of the West less incliaed than ever to receive them, the outlook 
for the ti.ue being seein; almost bopeless. The key t» the situation is, of course, 
Russia. where five orsic of the cleven millious of Jews still reside. ' Lhere the forces 
of reaction are in the ascendant. The reveluaon, of which 80 much was hoped, 
has been arrested, and the of the Russian ple evjoys the open patronage of 
the Tsar. 

Mr. Harris holds strong opinions on the duty of thea Powers :—

continue indifferent to the merciless persecution by Russia of her Jewish su) cts.

of another country ; as if these-so-called “ interna allairs had not long since become

Expressing himself in entire agreement with Mr. Lucien Wolf, he 
deplores the fact that the English Government has not only made no 
effective protest against the policy of Tsardom, .

It is in no sense inconsistent with the commonly-accepted statement 
that the Jewish question is in the main a political question, to recognise 
to the full the influence which religious feeling and sentiment have 
had upon it in the past and still exercise as considerable factors. 
If the fire and even the fuel have been political considerations, 
religious bias has formed the draught to fan the flame. The basis 
of this bias, manifested against our people with so much bitterness 
and virulence, is too often ignored. To imagine that difference of doctrine, 
even as manifested in conduct and life, that exist between Jew and 
Christian is at the root of the prejudice against our people were absurd. 
To Say no more upon the point, it would not account for the particular bias 
directed against Jews at different periods and in so many lands. The truth 
is, that the prejudice against our people in its religious aspect really springs 
from the events currently and generally believed to have surrounded the con- 
demnation and execution of Jesus. For that crime Jews are held responsible, 
and the sin of it is visited upon us even to this generation. 
One need go no further to see how much Jews must suffer from this than 
the fact that even to-day in this country little children are taught to lisp 
the hymn, “The Jews they crucified him and hung him on the cross.” 
The prejudice thus early sown takes strong root and lasts. How unfair 
this is—how utterly at variance with facts—it bas been the 
task of Rabbi A. P. Drucker to show in a pamphlet published by the 
Bloch Publishing Co. of New York, under the title of “ The Trial of Jesus 
: Rabbi Drucker shows that for a rightful understand- 
ing of the events which led up to the tragedy of Calvary recourse must 
be had to Jewish sources as supplemental to the New Testament 
narratives. ‘“ Without a thorough knowledge of Jewish history, the 
New Testament cannot be correctly and truthfally understood.” Thus it is 
Statec in the Gospels ard popular! y accepted, that Jesus was tried and con- 
demned by the Sanhedrin. Rabbi Drucker points out, however, that that 
body was not even in existence in the time of Jesus. It was abolished by 


Herod in 40B.c. and was not reitistated until in 42 ¢.r. by Agrippa the first. 
Jesus, therefore, was not 


tried by a duly constituted Court— Rabbi 
Drucker proves that the so-called trial tcok place before 
Caiaphas, the High Priest, who was nothing but a Roman = spy,. 
that the ch 


arges against him could never have been formulated in a 

proceedings said to have been adopted could never . 
have taken place ina Jewish tribunal. Jesus, in fact, was made the victim. 
of Roman intrigue, and the scapegrace of the misdeeds of Roman olticials. 
That some of those in the plot were Jews is undoubted, but this gives no 
ground for the mark of Cain which, in the view of almost all Christendom, 


rests on Jews because of the misdeeds of a few of their number. As Rabbi 
Drucker puts it:- 


_ Since we can find no other parallel in history, ancient or modern, to compare to 
this, let us imagine one. Suppose for a moment that our American Revolution had 
not terminated as it did, and that General Washington had been captured by the 
English and tried for treason to King George’ A few royalists who were at the trial 
were allowed to place themselves on record as desiring the execation of the great 
patriot. Years have passed by and the world has forgotten the two parties that 
existed in this country during the Revolution. Should one, reading the account of 
the trial, condemn all Americans because a few royalists demanded the execution of 

Would we not feel rather wronged at such a monstrcuscharge’ So 
much more do the Jews feel the cruel injustice done to them and to their forefathers 
by the Christian world in placing this monstrous guilt upon their shoulders. 

The little pamphlet, which puts tersely and in convenient form the 
refutation that bas often been made on bebalf of Jews, should be widely 
read by Jews so that they may be able to disprove the lie of ages that has 
been charged against their race, and by Christians. so that obediently to the 
highest teaching of their great Master, they may do what is in their power 
to stop the lie from rolling further onward. G.

Hay-making in a Cemetery. 

The old Jewish cemet oat Worms. dating from the first liaif of thi 
eleventh century, is one ot the most farnious of Jewish antiquities. In it 
are to he des the tombstones of one Jacob Bachur, who died in 
77: of Jekuthiel ben Jacob, dated 1261; of Baruch ben Meir. the father 
of Meir of. Rothenburg, and of Meir ben Rothenburg himself; besides 
valuable inscriptions relating to the Bacharach family. who flourished 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. The preservation of so precious 
a relic of Jewish historyv—-the oldest cemetery in Germany—has become 
a duty in which all Jews are interested, and those of Worms in particular: 
might be expected Ta) guard it from every kind of desecration. A rece’, 
visitor to Worms was. however, greatly struck by the indecorous manner 1n 
which it is kept. Although still open to funerals, and frequently used for 
present-day burial, it appears to serve the purpose of “hi orchard ‘As well. 
Women were picking plums. and making hay in the ground all among the 
tombstones. The incongruity of the thing made an unpleasing vmpiession. 


Religion by Deputy. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, writing in the Vorth American Periew, offers some 
sound advice on the subject of religious teaching as apphed to children. 
He says: 

It is frequeotly maintained that children should have given to them, by the ‘State. the religion 
of their parents Some parents would be better if they had the religion of their ehildren.: and we 
have high authority for the idea that itis possible for adults to learn something from an unsophisti- 
cated child that childhood, in fact, may be 


higher in some respects than a subsequent 
condition, 


If the children are to have the religion of the parents, then the parents are 
the right people to give it. They cannot expect to have it precisely given 
by “deputy.” Sir Oliver’s observations would seem to apply with equal 
force to Jew and non-Jew alike. 


The Youthful Chatan. 

We are living in a period which might well be termed “the golden age 
of youth,” for never have the claims ot youth been accorded such manifest 
recognition. Now we hear that an East End Chevra is setting the fashion 
by appointing youth to act as Chatan Bereshith during 
the ensuing festival of Tabernacles. It really seems the only way in 
which we can solve the problem of obtaining Chatanim. The older mem- 
bers invariably refuse to take office more than once, and it frequently 
happens that the sacred office goes a-begging until the eleventh hour. The 
innovation which this East End synagogue has initiated appears to be a 
somewhat goNd one. There is, however, a possibility of the arrangement 
being carried \to extremes, and it is to be hoped that offices such as these 
will not be relegated to lads just past their Barmitzvah. | 


Exit Gymnastics.

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Sunday Closing Movement. 


ANOTHER BILL TO BE INTRODUCED. 


The evidence is accumulating of a strong revival of the Sunday closing 
sgitation. The movement seems to be particularly pronounced in South 


London, though steps in the same directicn are aleo being taken elsewhere. 


Conferences are reported to have been held on the subject by the clergy in 
Lambeth, and to have resulted in a resolve to ask the Bishop of Southwark 
to lead a united effort on the part of South London to deal with 
the question. The Secretary of the Agsociation (Mr. J. A. Stacey), 
who courteously gave an interview on the question to a representative of the 
Jewish Chronicle, states that his Association recently received a deputation 
of small traders from London. The deputation, he 
says, came on behalf of the small grocers, provision dealers, boot 
and shoe dealers, and particularly of the. petty tradesmen in the Chrisp 
Street and other Poplar districts. “The burden of their cry,’ remarked 
Mr. Stacey, “ was: ‘Shut up all the shops, if you can, on Sundays, with 
only such exceptions as may be reasonable.’”’ 

The Secretary of the Early Closing Asscciation contends that there is a 
great demand for a Sunday Closing Bill, especially in the provinces. “ Only 
yesterday,’ he said,‘ 1 had an appeal from the traders of blackburn to speak 
on the subject, and I have a heavy correspondence on the question. It is only 
fair to say, however, that the palpable increase of Sunday trading has not 
been due to the Jewish element, but to the keenness of competition and the 
difficulty experienced by the typical small cealer in getting a living.” 

Would not compulsory Sunday closing intensify that difliculty ? asked 
the representative of the Jewish Chronicle. 

‘No; because we feel that if there is not a constant attempt to take 
advantage each of the otker, the trade now done on Sunday could be done 
equally well on Saturday evening. There is a geceral assumption, I know, 
that Jewish competition is at the root of this Sunday trading trouble; 
but I don't think that thatis the case. It is as much the fault of Brown and 
Jones as of Levy or avy other Jewish competitor. Indeed, I find Jews 
excellent citizens in the matter of early closing. The difficulty is that some 
small traders, finding trade dull, open their premises on Sunday toincrease their 
business ; and their competitors naturally think that they must follow suit. 
The resuit is that Sunday trading is now spreading to parts of the country 
where formerly it was quite unknown.” 

I understand youare introducing a Sunday Closing Bill into next session 
of Parliament ? 

“ That is so; our leader is Lord Avebury.” | 

Would you be prepared to insert in it a provision allowing Jews who 
closed their premises on Saturday to open on Sunday ? : 

‘[ would be prepared to consider it favourably. But I cannot speak for 
my Board of Management. I should, personally, be pleased to receive a 
suggestion in the sense you mention and to place it before the Board. The 
Chairman of the Board is Sir John Bean, M.P.; and the other members repre- 
sent the staffs of the great drapery and grocery firms and the whole body of 
tradesmen’s assistants.” 

You yourself would recognise that the social organism is far too complex 
to admit of any rigidly universal closing rule ? 

“] am afraid that that is so. I may add that it is also proposed to 
submit the Bill to a traders’ congress, which will overhaul its provisions. 
Any gathering whichis a representative one will approve the Bill, for we 


have already consulted a number of tradesmen as to it and have obtained 


their approval. When the gathering will be called I cannot say at the 
moment. Atthe beginning of next session we will know what the intentions 
of the Government are with regard to our Bill, and we shall then arrange 
It is also our intention to send a deputation to the Home 
Secretary on the subject. and we hope that it will wait on Mr. Gladstone 
either in November or in Februdry next.”’ 


Provisions of the Bill. 


The Bill provides that any occupier of a retail shop opening his 
premises on Sunday, or anybody exposing articles for sale in a public place 
on that day, shall be liable, on conviction under the Summary Jurisdic ion 
Acts, toa fine. Certain exemptions are, however, inserted. These exemp- 
tions comprise :— 

(1) The sale by retail of any intoxicating liquor for consumption on or 
off the prenises ; (2) the sale of refrashments for consumption on ‘the 
premises : (3) the sale of tobacco, pipes and smokers’ requisites ; and (4) 
news agencies. 

Kurther, the sale of milk, cream and butter is allowed before 10 a.m.

The Emperor Titus in | 
Jewish History and Anecdot@. 


sy THE Rev. J. ABELSON, B.A. 


It is strange that, whereas in Rabbinic literature, the name of Titus is in- 
variably qualified by the adjoining epithet, WW, “the wicked,” secular litera- 
ture immortalises this same Roman Emperor as Titus, the Delight of Men. 


T suppose that the fact can be accounted for in one of two different ways: 


first, by saying that the ancient Rabbins were biassed in their view by the 
thought of Titus as the supreme troubler‘of Israel, the author and instru- 
ment of our people’s direst calamity; secondly, by the possibility of a 
psychological dualism of character. The same man may be at once saint 
and sinner, hero and knave. Where some only have occasion to witness 
the reprobate, whose name and memory are a byword and reproach, others 
behold the saint for Whom they would fain claim the homage of generations. 
Still, it-is difficult to see -how, even on this theory, the name of Titus 

can be accorded so happy an immortality as that embodied in. the desig 
nation, “ Delight of men.” For even Josephus, who had everything to gain 
by heaping flattery upon both Vespasian and Titus, 
pointing out repeated acts of the lowest barbarity on the latter Emperor's 
part, Which cannot, by any reasonable interpretation, be made to tally with 
What one understands by a humane monarch. The mood in which some 
of the Roman authors go out of their way to invest Titus with a halo of 
salutiiness is more than confounding to the student ot Rabbimics who eomes 
to his Tacitus or Suetonius fresh from: his study of the PPT PID or the 
Midrash Rabba on the Lamentations of Jeremuah. And many an old 
English author is found to serve up the saine Roman ficfton. Thus: 

Titus indeed gave one short cvening gleams, 

More cordial felt, as in the midst it spread ° 

Of storin and horror; the delight of men 

Thopipson Liberty TIT. 

The poet's “ short evening gleam” is an allusion to the monarch’s pretna- 
ture death, which took place in his forty-first year, aiter a reign of a L.ttle over 
two years. So many were his public works and so admirable was hus 
plilanthropy that at hos death, says Suetonius, all home was in tears. 

Among other obscure points clustering round the personality of Titus, 
Importance attaches’ to the question of the real part which he played in 
the actual burning down of the Temple. The historians, Dion Cassius, 
Josephus and Tacitus, give differing versions. The Talmud associates him 
with several hetnous crimes, but makes no mention of any act of confla- 
gration on his part. Josephus’s statements are, of course, the most interest- 
ing to us, but he must be read eritically. His obvious partiality to the 
Romans, and the suspicion of treachery and duplicity that overshadow 
him in his governorship of Galilee and afterwards, detract-largely from 
the value of his narrative. According to him, Titus was, tooth and nail, 
opposed to the last fatal step of setting fire to the Sanctuary. On the eve 
of that sorrowful day he summoned a council of his commanders in ordet 
to elic.t thelr opinion as to “what should be done about the holy house” 
(Wars of the Jews, Book vi. 4.5). 0 While some were of opinion that it 
should be forthwith demolished hy fire, Tittis sided with the opposing party, 
and remarked that. “ Although the Jews should vet upon that holy house 
and fight us thence, vet ought we not to revenge ourselves upon things that 
are Inaniniate, instead of the men themselves.” But when the next dav 
dawned, and before it was possible to concentrate upon some one plan ot 
attack, one of the soldiers, “ without staying for any orders and without 
any concern or dread upon him at so grentcan undertaking, and beimy 
hurried cn by a certain divine fury, snatched somewhat out of the materiais 
that were on the fire, and, being biied up by another soldier, he set fire to a 
golden window, through which there,was a passage to the rooms that were 
round about the holy house, on the north side of it. As the flames went 
upward, the Jews made.a great clamour . . since that hely 
house was perishing for whose sake it was that they kept such a guard 
about it.” Titus receives the news, and at once hurries to the spot, giving 
orders that the fire be forthwith quenched, but, continues Josephus, “ they 
did not hear what he said, although he spake so loud =... nor d.d 
they attend to the signal he made with his right hand.” The fury of the 
soldiery was unbridled and impossible to be stemmed. Titus made yet 
another attempt to quenen the flames and even: gave orders to beat the 
refractory soldiers, but in vain. “And thus.” tersely concludes: Josephus, 
“was the holy house burned down, without Cesar’s approbation.” 

But even if this trace of humanity can be honestlv aecepted by the 
readers of Josephus, it is strangely contradicted by the same historian’s 
account of the after-throes of the war. The events here comprised bring 
again Into question the accuracy of the Emperor’s designation as the 
“Delight of men.” The Rabbinic epithet PW DWP seems nearer the 
mark. Titus stands out here as the ruthless tyrant of blood and fury. 
Graetz (vol. i., p. 815), follewing Josephus’s version, shows how the 
gentle Titus, when, after. his victory, he held his court in Ceesarea and 
entertained his friends with the lavishness of the Roman aristocrat,. 
ordered wild beasts to be brought into the arena and to be fought with 
by Judean eaptives until the latter were torn to death. “Thus,” says 


S apology ae 


oraetz, “at Caesarea two thousand five hundred brave Judwan youths 


perished to celebrate the birthday of Domitian, the brother of the con- 
queror. And at Caesarea Philippi on Mount Hermon, the residence of - 
King Agrippa, this terrible spectacle was renewed to gladden the eyes ol 
that monarch and of the, Princess Berenice. Vespasian’s birthday was 


honoured in the same way at Berytus, the sand of the arena being literally 


soaked with Jewish blood. ‘In fact, the gentleness and humanity of Titus . 
were strangely displayed in all cities of Syria by a repetition of these 
barbarities.” 3 

It is perhaps not so well known that there is a group of homogeneous 
legends about Titus to be found in the pages of the Talmud and Midrashim, 
the origin and interpretation of which are by no means easy to gauge. No 
doubt they rest on a substratum of historical fact. - One ought never to 
dismiss legend as unworthy of serious notice. It is an off-shoot of history. 
It is the popular imaginative side of history. Legend is not fabricated 
out of chaos. It grows out of a prepared soil. The mind of the populace 
delights in wonder, and when this wonder seizes upon some personage or 
event of importance, it grows and develops all sorts of embellishments 
with the result that the original fact is eclipsed beneath the weight of the 
overgrowth, and thus emerges legend. One, and the shortest form, of these 
Titus legends is that found in the WYN DPD (ch. xlix.), which runs 
thus: “Titus the Wicked one day entered the Sanctuary and said, ‘ No 
enemy or adversary can prevail against me.’ What did the Almighty do? 
He sent a fly, which, entering his skull, ate its way through, until it finally 
reached the brain. It then became as large as a young pigeon of the 
weight of two selahs, in order to show the tyrant that his vaunted power 


was really nought.” |

In the City of London Court, on Tuesday, before His Honour Judge 
Renteul. K.C.. a claim was made by Mr. Frank Morley, the Chairman of 
the Industrial Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, against Mr. 
Oscar Baumgart. 118, Commercial Road, to recover the sum of £9 being 
the proportionate part of a premium which had been paid him by. the 
Board. Mr. E. A. Myer, solicitor for the Guardians, said the case was 
of considerable importance to the Guardians, in view of a previous decision 
of Judge Lumley Smith: K.C.. and reported at the time in the columns of 
the Jewish Chronicle. In. July, 1904, the Board apprenticed a boy, named 
Glass, to the defendant to teach him the trade of a photographer for five 
vears. and the defendant received a premium of £20. Two years and ten 


~months went by, and the boy decamped to America... As the Board had 


900 apprentices, and paid an average premium of £20 to each master, the 
case Was of great importance. The Board had spent €18.000 of the money 
of the charitable public, and as those apprenticeships were still running. the 
Guardians eould not alter their form of apprenticeship: deed. as had been 
suggested by Judge Lumley Snuth. Under the deed, the Chairman: of the 


Board had to sav whether the master was unable or not to carry out ties 
part of the bargain, and if the Chairman decided that he could, not. then 
the emplover had to return’ a proportionate part of the prentum. That 
was why the present clam had been brought. The Court had given the 
Chairman of the Industrial Comainittee power ti appernl hut. vs the cde- 
fendant in the case Was ordered. to recetve his costs im any 
event. the Board did not feel justified*in spending the subscribers’ money 
in that wav.

Frauds on Emigrants. 


Sir,—May I be permitted to bring under the notice of the public, 
through your valuable medium, a series of further acts of injustice 
which have been perpetrated on certain sections of the poorer Jewish 
pry aig si who are making their way from their own country to new 
fields in America. As you are no doubt aware, there are a large number 
of boarding-houses and places in Liverpool where the poorer class of 
emigrants put up for a few days before joining the respective vessels by 
which they arrange to sail. These boarding-houses have nothing whatever 
to do with the shipping companies, although they profess to be in 
connection with them, and in many cases these “sharks” take as 
much as £9 from each emigrant and put them on _ board 
ship. When these poor people get away they find that the 
agents have no tickets for them and of course the emigrants are forthwith 
returned from America to this country. These poor people have of course 
been cheated out of their money by these “sharks,” but being ignorant of the 
rules of the shipping companies, and believing that the “ sharks” have some- 
thing to do with the shipping companies, they naturally part with their 
money, and only find out when it is too late that they have been swindled. 
A number of cases are brought before the magistrates almost weekly. 
where the prisoners are charged with having travelled without tickets. 
Of course these people did so travel, but they certainly thought when 
parting with their money to these false agents that they were doing right, 
only to find out their error when too late. In this manner 


five Jews were age convicted and were sentenced each to 


twen days’ im nment for so travelling. I understand 
that "< oa case : these people had been swindled of their 
passage money. After this glaring act of injustice has been pointed out to 
you, I trust you will assist me to give a timely word of warning to all our 

w-coun en who may be leaving their own land for fresh fields. I 
am given to understand that this same gang and the same system are to be 
found in London as much as in Liverpool and if that is so the sooner

Alleged Discourtesy at the Central Synagogue.

Mr. Leo. Wolfenstein writes to us from Guilford House, Russell Square : 
I am an American Jew, and have been in London but a few days. On 
‘the Day of Atonement I desired to attend divine service here. Hardly 
expecting to be able to find a seat, I, nevertheless, set out to look for a 
Synagogue, and succeeded in finding one in Great Portland Street. Upon 
entering, and observing that the place was about two-thirds empty, I 
quietly took a seat at the back, intending to give it up to its possessor as 
soon as he appeared. But I was hardly seated when a man approached 
me, and told me that I had no business there. After explaining that I 
was a stranger and desired to attend service, he insisted that the place 
was only for members, and unceremoniously invited me to get out. I 
have attended services in America and on the Continent in houses of wor- 
ship of various denominations, but this is the first. time that I ws ever 
ordered to leave the place. Now, I should like to enquire of you whether 
my experience corresponds to the English idea of hospitality, whether it 
represents the hospitality of the English Jews, or whether it is simply 

a form of hospitality peculiar to the Great Portland Street Synagogue. 


Jewish Labour ‘News.

The manner in which the weavers have set to work appears more business-like 
than that pursued by the Jewish workers at any time. It is true that the weavers 
have a much larger public to appeal to, while repeated failures of East End 
experiments have made the Jewish public exceedingly doubtful about their sound- 
ness. The difference in character is also an essential factor in thesituation. Ina 
concern of collective interest, stability of character is an important asset. Unfortu- 
nately, the Jewish workers have not shown it to any very large extent. 

CIGARETTE-MAKERS VINDICATED. 

A case of some importance to cigarette-makers has recently been decided in 
the Marylebone police-court. A member of the Cigarette Makers’ Union summoned 
a well-known firm of manufacturers for arrears of wages in the shape of deductions 
for alleged faulty work, amounting to9s, This has ever been a standing griev- 
anceamong the cigarette makers For the practice has been adopted by almost every 
firm manufacturing hand-made cigarettes, and has proved all the more annoying for 
the reason that the maker has no control over the disposal of cigarettes after they 
leave his hands. He is, moreover, compelled to submit to the arbitrary pronouncement 
as to their imperfection by inferior and inexperienced packers who are known to 
handle these flabby articles in a rather careless manner. 

Some TECHNICAL POINTS. | 

There are too many technical points connected with hand-made cigarettes, and 
the nature of Turkish and Virginia tobacco, to be mentioned here in detail. One 
point, however, will suflice as an illustration. Experts are aware of the fact that the 
tobacco leaf itself sometimes crumbles exceedingly. More often it is entirely the 
fault of the tobacco blender or cutter. Excessive or insufficient damping, and some- 
times a blast of dry, penetrating wind will render this precious weed so short as to 
produce heapfuls of what is termed “dust.” This the cigarette-maker is asked to roll 
into the cigarette in @ certain proportion and in a@ certain way. And there is no 
greater mental torture than the sight of dust-heaps on the cigarette-maker’s operating 
table, coupled with the oblique looks and angry shouts of an ill-tempered foreman. 

Naturally, these expensive articles ending in smoke require to be carefully and 
delicately handled. If not, the cigarette-maker is made to sulfer, not only for the 
freaks of nature, but the omission and commission of the blender and cutter, and the 
carelessness (sometimes deliberate) of the packer. This is a grave injustice which 
hitherto only the cigarette-maker has deeply felt. The grievance has brought 
about many strikes, and has actually called the present Union into being. The 
magistrate heard the opinions of two experts, one for the firm and the other for the 
employe, and that of the latter, containing one version of the view expressed above 
has appealed to him as the truth and justice of the case. Judgment was entered in 
favour of the plaintiff. Scamping is no doubt practised in every trade to scme 
extent, and some cigarette-makers possibly yield to its temptation. But their work 
is carefully examined by the foreman prior to their being engaged. Unfortunately. 
gome foremen, for motives of their own, are known to play fast and loose with the 
susceptibilities of the employes under their supervision.
